Sparks From Mark 

This past fall our parish was invited by Dr. 
Victor Klimoski of St. John' University in 
Collegeville, MN to participate in 
Conversatio: Ministry Colloquium. The 
Ministry Colloquium is a year-long process 
that brings together five-person teams from 
four parishes. Over the course of three 
sessions, this cohort of ministerial peers have 
an opportunity to reflect together on issues 
specific to their work as well as all as on the 
broader theological and pastoral questions 
they are discovering in the midst of their 
parish communities. In addition, the 
Colloquium seeks to create an environment 
in which the benefits of time, space, and 
rhythm of work, prayer and leisure combine 
as a powerful source of renewal for 
participants. Peer learning of this kind 
accents in a particular way the wisdom that 
resides in the community of ministers and 
within the networks they form across parish 
and diocesan boundaries. 

The exciting part of the Ministry 
Colloquium is that our parish community 
receives a $2,000.00 grant that will be used 
to help to strengthen our parish formation 
program in some way. This will become 
more evident as our parish team participates 
in the Conversatio: Ministry Colloquium. 

The five-person team from our 
parish includes, Reeny Wilson, Henry 
Maicki, Pat Roe, Lorinda Codings, and 
Fr.Mark. The other three parishes that will be 
part of the cohort are St. Augustine Parish, 
from St. Cloud, MN, Sacred Heart Parish, 
from Waseca, MN and Our Lady of Victory 
Parish, from Green Bay, WI. 

I have included a bulletin insert on 
our narrative that we will bring to the 
Conversatio: Ministry Colloquium in several 
weeks.
